A Pharisee and a pub- 
licean went up to the temple to 


he was not like other people and 
expressed special thanksgiving 
that he was not like the publicans. 
He told God all the good things 
he had done. He reminded God that 
it was his custom to fast twice a 
week and that he paid to Him one- 
tenth of all he possessed. The pub- 
lican knew he could not look up 
into the eyes of God, so he smote 
his breast and said, ‘‘“God, be mer- 
ciful to me a sinner.” Jesus said, 
“The publican went down to his 
house justified rather than the 
Pharisee.” Then He said, “Every 
one that exalteth himself shall be 
abased; and he that humbleth him- 
self shall. be exalted.” In ‘other 
words, we go up by going down. 
We go to heaven not on our feet, 
but on our face. We are not saved 
by fasting twice a week or paying 
one-tenth of what we make, or do- 
ing any other deed however good 
the deed may be. Our righteousness 
is as filthy rags. We are saved by 
accepting a righteousness which 
nt provided when His Son shed 

His blood on Calvary’s cross. Our 
sins were'laid on Him. With His} 
stripes we are healed. The most

“And God blessed them and said 
unto them, Be fruitful and multiply 
and replenish the earth, and sub- 
due it, and have dominion over 
the -fish of the sea and over the 
fowl of the gir, and over every 
living thing that moveth upon ‘the 
earth.” — Gen. 1:26-28. 


“And the Lord God planted a 
garden eastward in Eden, and 
there He put the man whom he 
had formed. 


“And out of the ground made the 
Lord God to grow every tree that 
is pleasant to the sight and good 
for food, the tree of life also in 


wicked, malicious sinners, but who 
think they are too respectable to 
mix with “common sinners’ in 
lowly places of worship. When Je- 
sus was here Hé said, “He that 
hath ears to hear let him hear.” 
Then the publicans and sinners 
moved up to listen. The Pharisees 
in their self-righteousness stood off 
at a distance and criticized the Son 
of God because He received sin- 
ners. One of the surest signs that 
a man is a Christian is the rejoic- 
ing he has in his heart when he 
sees some lowly, helpless sinner 
come to the Lord Jesus Christ for 
saving and for cleansing grace.

garden?” And the woman replied, 
“We may eat of the fruit of the 


trees of the garden; But of the > 


fruit of the tree which'is in the 
midst of the garden, God hath said, 
Ye shali not eat of it, neither shall 
ye touch it, lest ye die.” And the 
serpent said unto the woman, Ye 
shall not surely die; For God doth 


know that in the day ye eat there- - 


of, then shall your eyes be opened 
and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil.” ——Gen, 3:1-5. 
And alas, the record declares 
that “when the woman saw that 
the tree was good for food, and 


that it was pleasant to the eyes, . 


and a tree to be desired to make 
one wise, she took of the fruit 
thereof and did eat, and gave also 
unto her husband with her, and he 
did eat. And the eyes of them both 
were opened, and they knew that 
they were naked, and they sewed 
fig leaves together and made them- 
selves aprons. 

“And they heard the voiee of the 
Lord God walking in the garden 
in the cool of the day, and Adam 


and his wife hid themselves from 


the presence of the Lord God 
amongst the trees of the garden.” 
—Gen. 3:6-8. 

Thus we have the story of the 
Entrance of Sin into the human 
race. Communion and Fellowship 
with God was broken. A_ barrier 
was raised between God and man. 
Man was separated from God and 
driven out of the Garden of Eden 
and Paradise was lost; and man 
was enshrouded in spiritual dark- 
ness. 


The Book of Romans summar-. 


izes the story in a brief, crisp way 
for us when it tells us: “By one 
man (that is, Adam) sin entered 
into the world and death by sin, 
and so death passed upon all men.’ 
— Rom. 5:12. 

“There is none righteous, no not 
one.”’—— Rom. 3:10. 

“Every mouth is stopped and all 
the world is guilty before God.” 
— Rom. 3:19, 

“For there is no difference: for 
all have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God,” — Rom. 3:22, 
23. 


“Behold I was shapen in inquity 


and in sin did my mother conceive 
me.’ — Psalm 51:5. — 

This is one of the great, out- 
standing First Principles of the 
Oracles of God.

“And there is not a just man in 
all the earth that doeth good and 
sinneth not.” “For whosoever shall 
keep the whole law and yet offend

Man is a failure. He is a sinner. 
He has missed the mark. He has 
fallen short of the glory of God. 


lost, The whole man is affected by 
sin-~— body soul and spirit. 

“The wages of sin is death’— 
physical death, spiritual death, 
eternal death. 


His mind is blinded.—2 Cor. 
4:4 


His understanding’ is darkened. 
— Eph. 4:17, 18. 

His heart is defiled. — Jer. 17: 
9; Mk. 7:21.

Now that is our condition by na- 
ture, and that is our condition as 
lost sinners. 

Maybe I can make it a little 
clearer by using an illustration. 

I was born and spent my boy- 
hood days on a farm. We got 
our drinking water for the home 
out of a wonderful well at the end 
of the porch, I have never tasted

the water we drew from that old 
well. 

“I think I can appreciate the 
feeling of David as recorded in 2 
Sam. 23:15, where it is said of 
him, “And David longed and said, 
O that one would give me drink 
of the water of the well of Beth- 
lehem, which is by the gate.” He 
longed for a drink from the old 
home well, for no other water 


That well of ours was an open 
dug well, walled up with great 


curb around it to keep us from 
falling into it, and there was an 
arch over it with a pulley attached 


the pulley there was a long rope 
that would reach to the botom of 


end of the rope, and on the end 
of each*=chain there was an old 
oaken bucket. 

With these buckets we used to 
draw that clear, sparkling, cold, 


came up full, the other bucket 
Many a time the links in those 
gne day one of them would break, 


the bottom of the well, lost. 

Now it was not necessary for 
every link in the chain to break 
in. order that the bucket should 
be lost; but it was necessary for 
only one link to break; and that 
the weakest one, and the bucket 
was as surely lost as if the well 
curb, arch, rope, chains, pulley, 
buckets, and all should have tum- 
bled into the well. : 

The bucket was lost in three 
different senses. 

First, it was lost in the sense 
that it was separated from the 
power to lift it. : 

Second, it was lost in the sense 
that it failed to fulfill the purpose 
for which it was made. 

Third, it was lost in the sense 
that it must rot. and decay and 
corrupt its wk.ole surroundings un- 
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The same is true of sinful man. 

He is lost in this threefold sense. 
Having broken one Law, he is. guil- 
ty of all. : ; 

First, man is lost in the sense 
that he is separated from the pow- 
er to lift him; that is, he is sep- 
arated from God. 

Second, man is lost in the sense 
that he fails to fulfill the purpose 
for which he was created, namely, 
to glorify God and enjoy Him for- 
ever. 

“All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way.” 

Third, man is. lost in the sense 
that he is corrupting others moral- 
ly and spiritually, so long as he 
remains away from God and trav- 
els the broad road that leads to 
destruction. 

It is not necessary for man to 
break every law of the decalogue 
in order to be lost. It is only nec- 
essary for man to break one law 
of God in order to be lost, and that 
the weakest one. Having broken 
one law, he is guilty of all. I need 
apply only one test.to all men to 
prove that they have broken one 
of God’s Commandments, and that 
is not the least, but the greatest. 
You know what I have reference 


‘to, It is that Commandment which 


Jesus said is the first and greatest. 

The Word tells us that when the 
Pharisees had heard that He had 
put the Sadducees to silence, they 
were gathered together, and one 
of them which was a lawyer, asked 
Him a question, tempting Him and 
saying: “Master, which is the 
great commandment in the law?” 

Jesus said unto him, “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. This is the first and 
great commandment. And the sec- 
ond is like unto it. Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. On. these 
two commandments hang all the 
Law and the Prophets.” — Matt. 
22 :34-40. . 

There isn’t a man, woman, or 
child in this audience that. can 
measure up to this test and stand- 
ard. In. fact, there isn’t a man, 
woman, or child in the world that 
can. And that being the case, then 
we are sinners. We are transgres- 
sors of the Law of God. And as 
we are by nature, we are guilty, 
condemned and lost. 

The second great Fundamental 
and outstanding First Principle of 
the Oracles of God which I would 
call your attention to is this: 


All Men May Be Saved - 


“The Lord is not slack concern- 
ing His promise as some men count 
slackness; but is long-suffering to 
usward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance.” -—2 Peter 3:9. 

God would have all men to be 
saved and to come unto the kuow- 
ledge of the truth as it is in Je- 


sus Christ, the one Mediator be-| 


tween God and men, “who gave 
himself a ransom for all, to be 
testified in due time.” -—I Tim. 
2:4-6. 

And when we say All Men may 
be Saved, we mean All men. The 
worst as well as the best; the one 
who has committed every sin in 
the category, as well as the one 
who has committed only a little 
sin, The one who has»broken all 
the laws of God as well as the one 
who has broken only one of His 
laws. 

God calls to men, “Turn ye, from 
your evil ways; for why will ye 
die, O house of Israel? As I live 
saith the Lord God, I have no 
pleasure in the death of the wick- 
ed, but that the wicked turn from 
his way and live.” — Ez. 33:11. 

“Seek ye the Lord while he may 
be found; call ye upon him while 
he is near. Let the wicked forsake 
his way and the unrighteous man 
his thoughts, and let him return 
unto the Lord and he will have 
mercy upon him, and to our God 
for he will abundantly pardon.” — 
Isa. 55:6, 7. : 

“Come now, and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord. Though 
your sins be as scarlet they shall 


be as white as snow; though they; 


‘be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool.” —Isa. 1:18. 

“Come unto me all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest. Take my yoke upon 
you and learn of me, for I am 
meek and lowly in heart, and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls, For 
my yoke is easy and my burden 


is light.” — Matt. 11:28-30.

Jesus said, “If any man thirst 
let him come unto me and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the 
Scripture hath said, out of his in- 
nermost being shall flow rivers of 
living waters.” — John 7:37, 38, 

“All that the Father giveth me 
shall come to me, and him that 
cometh unto me I will in no wise 
cast out.” — John 6:37. 


“Wherefore he is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he 
ever liveh to make intercession for 
them.” — Heb. 7:25. 


What Does It Mean to Be Saved? 


Now, do you ask, “What does it 
mean to be saved?” It means that 
your sins are Forgiven, that you 
are Born Again, that you are a 
Christian, that you have become 
a Child of God, that you are a 
partaker of the Divine Nature, that 
you are a New Creation in Christ. 

It means that you are delivered 
from the guilt and condemnation 
of sin, delivered from the power 
and penalty of sin, and finally de- 
livered from the very presence of 
sin, 

It means that you have accepted 
Christ as your Saviour and con- 
fessed Him as your Lord; that you 
have committed yourself unto Him, | 
and that you have received Him 
by faith and are united to Him 
by the Holy Spirit. 

Let us come back to our bucket 
whieh was lost in the well ,for an 
illustration. 

Many ai time have I seen my fa- 
ther or my brother, (and some- 
times I had a hand in it) take a 


| grapple hook on‘the end of a little 


rope and let it down into the well 
and fish for the bucket. And we 
would fish and fish until we Caught 
hold of the bucket and lifted it to 
the top, and with a new connecting 
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link we fastened it again to the 
chain; and the bucket which was 
lost was saved— saved from rot- 
ting and corrupting its surround- 
ings ~— saved to serve the purpose 
for which it was made, and saved 
by being united to the power that 
could lift it. | 

So God, in the Person of His 
Son, Jesus Christ, has reached 
down from the high heavens to 
lay hold upon us, to save us from 
our sins and degradation, and lift 
us up to fellowship and commu- 
nion with Himself, that we may 
fulfill the purpose for which we 
were made, namely, to glorify God. 

The rope, in order to save the 
bucket, must be long enough and 
strong enough, and the contact 
must be made. 

The Lord Jesus Christ is a rope 
long enough and strong enough to 
reach the likes of us and save us 
and lift us to the Throne of God. 

For He was Very God of Very 
God, and He was real Man. And 
He went all the way to Calvary 
and bore our sins in His body on 
the tree, that we might be dead 
to sin and live unto righteousness, 
by whose stripes we are healed. 


The third great Fundamental 
and outstanding First Principle of 
the Oracles of God ‘which we should 
note is this: . 


Jesus Christ Is the Only But All- 


Sufficient Saviour From Sin 


“Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men 
erik we must be saved.”—Acts 

712. 

Jesus said: “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life, no man cometh 
unto the Father but by me.” 
John 14:6, 

The Philippian jailer asked, 
“Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” Paul and Silas replied, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou. shalt be saved, and thy 
house.” — (Acts 16:30, 31. 
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Raul wrote to the Romans say- 
ing, “The word is nigh thee; even 
in thy mouth and in thy heart, that 
is, the word of faith which we 
preach, that if thou shall confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou Shalt be saved. For with 
the heart man believeth unto righ- 
teousness, and with the mouth con- 
fession is made unto salvation. 

‘For the Scripture saith, Who- 
soever believeth on Him shall not 
be ashamed. For there is no dif- 
ference between the Jew and the 
Greek, for the same Lord over all 
is rich unto all that call upon Him. 
For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved.”’ 
— Rom. 10:8-13. | 

In these verses the one and only 
way of salvation from sin is set 
forth, and the Lord Jesus Christ 
is presented as the one and only 
but All-Sufficient Saviour. 

The Holy Scriptures do not pre- 
sent Jesus Christ as a myth, or 
a@ mere man, or a great teacher, 
or a grand example; but the Holy 
Scriptures present Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Saviour and Anionted 
One of God, the Son of God, and 
God the Son. And thus we must 
believe in Him and receive Him 
as such, : 

The beloved apostle said when 
he concluded his gospel, ‘And 
many other signs truly did Jesus 
in the presence of his disciples 
which are not written in this. book..: 
But these are written that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God, and that be- 
lieving ye might have life through 


his name.” — John 20:30, 31. 
Paul in his farewell speech to 
the. Ephesian elders at Miletus ex- 
horted them, ‘‘Take heed therefore 
unto yourselves and to all the flock 
over which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you overseers to feed the 
church of God which he hath _pur-

Olcott, who had the ruling in his 
school at Concord that the guilty 
pupil must take the rod and punish 
him wih the strokes which the pu- 
pil deserved. 

There is the story of Willie Holt, 
who took the whipping for Jim 
Sykes, in the army camp. He just 
wanted to bear one of Jim’s sins 
to show how Jesus bore them all. 

And there is the story of the 
country school in the mountains 
of West Virginia where no teacher 
Was ever allowed to complete a 

full term. 

The group of rough boys drove 
the teachers out one after another. 
Some they rode on rails, some they 
pummeled with rotten eggs, some 
they beat, some they ridiculed out 
of the-community. They had an 
agreement between themselves 
that no teacher should ever be al- 
lowed to remain for the whole 


i 


cope with the situation. 

But the school opened and on the 
first day he stood calmly and faced 
that group of boys, took in the 
situation, and quietly said to the 
one hundred pupils, “Boys and 
girls, we’re going to continue this 
school through the term, Of course 
we’re going to have order con- 
stantly. We cannot do our work 
without it.” At this there was an 
open sneer of contemptuous ridicule 


on many of the faces. Then the} 


young teacher continued, “But do 
not misunderstand me. I under- 
stand that I cannot cope with*“any 


of you larger boys._I cannot make 


you do anything that you do not 
wish to do. I do not propose to 
make a single law or to enforce it. 
You will make the laws. I pro- 
pose then that we write on the 
board here such laws as you think 
ought to govern this school.” 

More in the spirit of bravadothan 
anything else one fellow said, ‘I 
move, sir, that we have a law 
against stealing.” Another said, 
“IT move that. we have a law 
against lying.” And then one after 
another they made their laws until 
ten had been writen on the board, 
and the teaclier Said, “Stop. Ten 
laws were enough for God to gov- 
ern the world: They were enough 
for a nation to be governed. They 
will be enough to govern this 
school. 

“But law- must be maintained, 
and if violated the violater must 
be punished. Without a_ radical 
penalty attached to its violation, 
the law would be held in contempt. 
What penalty would you suggest 
for the violation of your laws?” 
Then one proposed that - anyone 
who violated any of these laws 
should. be whipped with a black 
gum whip by the teacher. 

The school moved along with 
its lessons, Days passed into weeks, 
until perhaps six were gone; and 
the school term was one fourth 
over, when one day one of the 
larger boys came to the teacher 
with the complaint that: his din- 
ner bucket had been stolen and 
his dinner eaten. He earnestly de- 
manded an- immediate investiga- 
tion andthe punishment of the 
culprit. 

The crime was soon fixed upon 
a little fellow who had been com- 
ing to school, conspicuous be- 
cause of his pinched face and sal- 
low complexion. It was evident 
that both his coat and trousers 
were much too large for him and 
had been cut down from an old 
suit of his fathers. Singularly, too, 
he. had always kept his coat cut- 
toned up tightly about his throat. 
’'The teacher called him to him 
and charged him with the theft. 
The little lad made confession and 
said, “Yes,.I took it. I must bear 
my punishment. I only request 
that you allow me to keep my coat 
on.” The teacher said, “The rules 
require that the coat be taken off. 
Take off your coat.” But the lit- 
tle fellow pleaded that he might 
be permitted to keep his coat on. 

At last, losing patience, the 
teacher demanded that the coat 
should be removed: When he was 
obeyed the boy stood before him 
with no other garment upon him 
save the trousers which he wore. 
His naked body exposed, he stooped 
patiently, despairingly, to receive 
the blows. The teacher’s face went 
white. He hesitated & moment; 
and yet the law must be enforced 
and the penalty must be paid. He 
stood up and said to the lad, “Why 
did you do this thing?” The little 
fellow answered between his sobs, 
“My father died in August, and 
his last wish was that I should 
have a good education. My mother 
said that if I came to school she 
would take in washings and do the

For some years 
this fact was almost too much for 
me. I groaned and grieved under 
its load, I could not begin to un- 
derstand why men would resist 
God. Surely He is a good God and 


means only good towards men. 


Surely He is a merciful ,gracious 
and infinitely longsuffering God. 
He is, I am sure, slow to anger and 
plenteous in mercy. All His acts 
toward mankind have _ beyond 
doubt been gracious. They all have 
to do with the salvation, security 
and future good of man. Why then 
do men harden themselves against 
Him? The only answer of course 
is one which many will not ac- 
cept today.

The sinner who tramples 
the blood of Christ under his feet 
gets the power to walk from God.. 
I have challenged people to take 
a single step without the help of 
God. It cannot be done. It is true 
that lost people live because of 
the grace and mercy of God. Why 
then are they allowed to live? Ev- 
erything else brings praise to God. 
Only man rebels. The answer is 
two-fold. First, men live through 
the mercy of God. Second, they 
live so they may have the oppor- 
tunity to be saved. The instant all 
chance of salvation is gone, the 
reason for existence is vanished. 
Why does not God strike dead 
the modernist who lays his filthy 
hands on the good name of the 
mother of Jesus? ’Tis His mercy! 
I have heard earnest preachers 
say that lost people ought to go 
to Hell. But that is not true. Lost 
people ought to be in hell now. 
Only the mercy of God keeps them 
out. I, a Christian by God’s grace, 
ought to be in Hell. You, a lost 
sinner, ought to be in Hell. Only 
the fact that God is slow to anger 
and anxious to save, explains why 
we are both alive. I accepted sal- 
vation. Won’t you? Here then is 
a man, often reproved, resisting 
the God who is keeping him alive 
and out of Hell. For destruction to 
be his lot, it requires only that God 
take his hand away. If we were 
not blind we would see this hap- 
pening all around. 


There Are No Accidents 


in God’s economy. Men do not ac- 
cidentally die or get killed. No- 
body slips up on God in this dy- 
ing business. The Christian does 
not die apart from God nor the 
lost one, but many die suddenly 
because God has taken His hand 
of reproof and protection away. 
The day comes and it is comjng 
for many as the end of the age 
draws nigh, when God draws back 
and ceases to bring reproof. The 
day comes when the Holy Spirit 
who has been resisted, spurned 
and insulted time after time, ceas- 
es to speak to men. When that

An Illustration 


_ Again the text: “He, that be- 
ing often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, 
and that without remedy” (Froy. 
29:1). I have seen this Scripture 
fulfilled many times. Suffer one 
incident and may God’s Spirit use 
it to warn many who read these 
lines. Sometime since at the close 
of a revival service, as the invi- 
tation was in progress, I noticed 
& personal worker speaking to a 
young lady who was near the front 
of the building. I could see the 
young lady was greatly offended. 
Soog the personal worker quiet- 
ly Sfipped away. I was urged by 
the Holy Spirit to speak to the 
young lady. I made my way down 
from the platform and as I ap- 
proached the young lady, she drew 
back and with a furious expres- 
sion oh her face, said to me 
before I could speak a_ word, 
“For Christ’s sake; leave’ me 
alone!” I said, ‘As you wish,” and 
made my way back to the plat- 
form. I remember the date, It was 
on December 22, Months later I 
was back in the same Church in 
revival services. One evening. at 
the close of the service a young 
couple asked if I remembered the 
incident cited above! I said, “Yes 
I do.very vividly.” They said, 
“Have you heard what happened ?” 
And here is the sad story. On Jan- 
uary 1, only a few days after the 
incident, the young lady and her 
young man friend started by car 
across the city ¢o have New Year’s 
dinner with friends. On the way 
their can ran head on into another. 
Five people were in the other car. 
None of them were injured. The 
young man was not injured. The 
girl was instantly killed. “An ac- 
cident,” the world said. No, not 
an accident but a fulfillment of 
Proverbs 29:1. Read these words 
again and again. “He, that being 
often reproved hardeneth his neck, 
shall suddenly be destroyed, and 
that without remedy.” 

I quote from Luke 10:16: “He 
that heareth you heareth me; and 
he that despiseth.you despiseth 
me; and he that despiseth me de- 
spiseth him that sent me.” 

What boldness this verse gives 
the ambassador of Jesus Christ. 
And yet how full of dynamite are 
its truths, Now note, when I start- 
ed to speak to that young lady I 
was not alone. I represented God 
the Father, and God the Son. If 
she hears me, she hears the Fa- 
ther and the Son. If she rejects 
my offer she does more than turn 
down the poor preacher, she turns 
down God. When she said to me, 
“For Christ’s Sake leave me 
alone;” she also said it to God 
the Father and God the Son. What 
happened was that God answered 
her request. He on January 1, took 
His hand away and sudden de- 
struction came upon the poor girl 
who hardened herself against God.
